The claim that education In Sino-Soviet friendship during SSF Month has "laid a 
firm foundation for future activities" Indicates that active Russianization measures 
will continue. This is more apparent in broadcast recordings by ten prominent 
in Mosoot for rebroadcast to the Chinese Dec. 7, 8, and 9 "as part 
or SSF Month, whioh was supposed to end Dec. 6.

Criticism of cadres for overestimating the buying power of peasants; announced 
changes in foreign exchange rates; talk of trade with Canada; and praise of 
Russian experts for making use of low-grade ooal, all indioate that the embargo 
is having its effeots.

No change in propaganda lines is noted, but domestic broadcasts seem to place 
more stress on happenings in non-communist nations and Chinese relations with 
these countries.

However, it is 
pointed out that many of the Japanese are "war criminals" serving prison terms. 
Broadcasts concerning Bangkok handling of Chinese Comunista are belligerent.
